To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Tottington  Urban  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1951,  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
District. 

The  estimated  mid  1951  population  was  5827. 

There  was  no  particular  incidence  of  infectious  Disease. 
The  death  recorded  as  due  to  Poliomyelitis  related  to  a  case 
which  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  Birth 
Rate  was  below,  and  the  Death  Rate  above  the  corresponding 
rates  for  England  and  Wales. 

Attention  has  again  been  given  to  unsatisfactory  water 
supplies  in  the  Affetside  districts.  These  are  private  supplies 
from  shallow  wells  and  are  liable  to  pollution  at  the  source. 
Provision  of  a  mains  supply  is  recommended. 

Four  new  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  by 
private  enterprise.  No  new  Council  houses  have  been  erected 
since  1949.  48  Council  houses  are  now  in  course  of  erection 

and  there  are  over  100  applicants  on  the  list  for  new  housing 
accommodation.

As  there  have  been  no  new  Council  Houses  erected  since 
March,  1949,  the  problem  of  overcrowded  families  and  families 
living  in  insanitary  houses  has  assumed  some  importance. 

A  complete  survey  of  housing  conditions  has  not  been 
undertaken,  and  so  accurate  records  indicating  the  extent 
of  overcrowding  are  not  available. 

48  Houses  are  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  there  are  over 
100  applicants  on  the  list  for  new  housing  accommodation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water. 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Irwell  Valley 
Water  Board.  1727  inhabited  houses  are  provided  with  water 
from  this  source,  while  over  200  houses  and  farms,  mainly  in 
the  Affetside,  Four  Lane  Ends  and  Three  Lane  Ends  districts, 
rely  upon  water  from  private  sources  (i.e.)  Wells). 

In  the  main,  these  wells  are  of  the  shallow  type,  and 
consequently  the  quantity  and  quality  of  water  is  subject  to 
fluctuation.  The  catchment  area  for  these  private  supplies 
is  agricultural  land,  and  consequently  pollution  by  organisms 
of  the  faecal  type,  often  occurs.  The  Council  are  satisfied 
that  there  is  need  for  a  piped  water  supply  to  these  areas 
and  a  scheme  for  the  supply  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

During  the  year,  the  mains  water  supply  was  extended 
to  Old  Kays  Farm  and  cottages,  which  are  owned  by  the  Council. 

Twenty-five  water  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
and  the  reports  are  summarised  below. 

It  is  emphasised  that  repeated  samples  are  necessary  to 
obtain  a  correct  assessment  of  the  quality  of  the  water,  but 
as  mentioned  above,  all  these  supplies  are  liable  to  pollution 
at  the  source.

2.  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

With  the  exception  of  Lea  Bank  Hawkshaw,  Old  Green, 
part  of  Holcombe  Road  and  Old  Doctors,  the  area  is  satisfact¬ 
orily  served  by  public  sewers.  The  above  mentioned  districts 
are  supplied  with  mains  water  and  the  need  for  sewers  is  appar¬ 
ent. 

The  outlying  areas  of  Affetside,  Four  Lane  Ends  and  Three 
Lane  Ends,  at  the  moment  have  no  mains  water  supply,  however, 
the  need  for  public  sewers  to  serve  these  areas  will  become 
obvious  when  the  Council’s  proposed  water  scheme  is  completed. 

There  is  no  sewage  disposal  works  in  Tottington,  treatment 
being  carried  out  by  the  County  Borough  of  Bury  at  their  works. 

Conversion  of  Insanitary  Closets. 

Continuing  the  progressive  policy  for  the  abolition  of 
the  existing  insanitary  type  closets  in  the  area,  the  Council 
obtained  sanction  to  take  up  a  loan  in  order  to  be  in  a  position 
to  pay  50%  of  the  costs  reasonably  incurred  in  the  carrying  out 
of  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system.  In  the  not-too- 
distant  future,  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  elimination  of  all 
insanitary  closets,  wherever  possible.

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3.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  operations  involved  under  this  heading  are  the  col¬ 
lection  of  bin  refuse,  nightsoil  from  middens  and  pails,  kitchen 
waste  and  waste  paper.  A  regular  weekly  collection  of  these 
waste  matters  has  been  maintained. 

The  staff  engaged  comprises  : — ■ 

(1)  driver  of  the  S.D.  Freighter  and  four  men. 

(2)  two  men  principally  engaged  on  the  collection  of  nightsoil, 
using  a  horse  and  cart  for  conveyance. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  on  two  sites  at  Bury 
Road  and  Turton  Road. 

Street  sweeping  and  gully  emptying,  are  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  three  men. 

4.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.

During  the  course  of  inspections,  small  quanities  of 
food,  mainly  of  the  tinned  variety  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  These  were  voluntarily 
surrended  by  the  retailers. 

There  is  no  licensed  slaughterhouse  operating  within 
the  Urban  District,  and  meat  supplied  to  shops  is 
slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  Public  Abattoir  at 
Bury. 
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(b)  Licensed  Hotels  and  Inns. 

During  the  year,  all  licensed  hotels  and  inns  in  the 
district  were  visited.  Generally,  conditions  were  found 
to  be  good. 

There  are  eleven  licensed  houses  and  two  licensed 
clubs  within  the  area. 


(c)  Milk  Supply. 

26  Samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  distributors 
in  the  area  and  submitted  for  analysis.  One  sample 
was  found  to  contain  Tuberculosis.  The  animal 
supplying  the  milk  was  traced  and  subsequently 
slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938.  All 
the  other  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

(d)  Ice  Cream. 

Nine  premises  retail  Ice  Cream  of  the  pre-packed 
type,  and  there  are  two  manufacturers  in  the  District. 
The  dealers  obtain  their  supplies  from  outside  the  area 
while  the  manufacturers  use  the  Heat  Treatment 
method. 

Apparatus  used  by  the  manufacturers  conforms  to  the 
Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  and  all 
premises  conform  with  the  legal  requirements,  and  are 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 


(e)  Food  Poisoning.

Due  to  the  situation  of  some  of  the  factories,  the  disposal 
of  sewage  presents  a  problem.  The  sanitary  accommodation 
in  these  instances  is  provided  by  pail  closets,  and  these  will 
be  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sewers  are 
available. 

6.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests,  Act,  1949. 

The  work  of  Rats  and  Mice  destruction  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily.  The  maintenance  treatments  of  the  town 
sewers  have  been  completed,  and  the  results  are  as  follows: —

The  bait  base  was  deposited  on  the  benching  of  the  man¬ 
holes,  each  manhole  being  pre-baited  upon  consecutive 
days.  On  the  third  day  of  treatment,  a  proportionate 
amount  of  poison  was  added  to  the  bait  base,  and  laid 
at  all  points  showing  a  “  take  of  pre-bait. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  an  operator,  assisted  by  a 
labourer.  The  operator  is  a  member  of  the  office  clerical 
staff  who  is  delegated  to  perform  this  duty  when  required. 
The  Bury  Road  and  Turton  Road  refuse  tips,  each  received 
one  treatment  which  was  satisfactory. 
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7.  Schools. 

There  are  7  schools  in  the  area.  Affetside  school  has  no 
piped  water  supply,  and  four  pail  closets  with  one  urinal 
form  the  sanitary  accommodation.  St.  John’s  C.  E.  School 
has  piped  water  and  sewer  available,  but  two  pail  closets 
are  still  in  use  and  require  conversion. 

School  meals  are  prepared  at  the  Central  Kitchen,  Totting- 
ton,  and  are  conveyed  in  containers  to  the  individual 
schools.
